Claims 1-18 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tuda et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,132,937 
hereafter referred to as Tuda) in view of Kono et al. (U.S. Patent 5,455,536 hereafter referred to as Kono). 

Applicant repeatedly argued that Tuda in combining with Kono failed to suggest "a delay circuit that delays an output data output from 
memory". However, This iimltation Is clearly Illustrated by Tuda. Tuda demonstrated this features as shown In both figures 3A and 3C. 
Tuda explicitly demonstrated a connectivity from Adc+Adr (I.e., address and data Input/output) from memory to a delay circuit 212 via 
change circuit 21 1 . This Is very obvious to an ordinary skill in the art to realize that Adc+Adr Input/output come from the memory connect 
to delay circuit in ensuring the error thoroughly detected and corrected via the delayed and comparison processes. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 8 do NOT overcome the rejection; therefore, the 1 03 rejection stands. 
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
